The department of •agriculture is convinced that the Euro- 


pean.war creates an excellent opportunity lo build up the repu- 
tation 
1; of .American clieese,;and that it is one that should be 


improved by the farmers and manufacturers of cheese. In the 
past large quantities of.clieese have been imported; there hav- 
ing been a belief that some brands, at least;• were,better,'than 
could'-be-made in the United Slates, and perhaps (hey-were, 
but 'the,real explanation of such large imports is to be found 
in the foolish.belief of many that for strictly first-class articles 
we;must go abroad. In other words, we have been in the habit 
of crediting foreigners with the ability to outdo us in manu- 
facturing and in the production of certain articles of food and 
drink, and have been sending them large sums of good Amer- 
ican money for things that could-just-as well be produced at 
home, even getting in some instances goods which were made 
irrthe United States and which seemed superior under foreign 
labels. 


So far as cheese is concerned the department of agriculture 


is quite right when it says that American makers should more 
completely control the American market. The effect of imag- 
ination hrthis'field was aptly illustrated a few years ago. In a 
party of Americans iraveling'iri Europe was a prominent busi- 
ness man who was very proud ;of rus own country and very 
loyal to it, but who found in one place cheese such as he 
thought he had never e'aien before. 
It was so good that he 


talked about it at the table and finally went so far as to ask the 
proprietor of the hotel where it was made. He was greatly 
surprised and equally pleased when Informed that it was made 
in America.

11 is a well known fact that many American goods are sold 


as importations, some even .being sent abroad and shipped 
back in order to complete the deception. It is a common un- 
derstanding that (his is particularly true of wines, but the same 
thing is practiced in connection with certain other articles, and 
why? Simply because of the foolish belief that imported goods 
are better than can be produced at home. 


11 is time for Americans {o,learn to judge goods by their 


quality rather than by the name of .the country in which they 
were made. When this is done there will be little need of im- 
porting cheese, and the same will be true of many other kinds 
of goods which can be produced in the United States as well as 
anywhere i n t h e world.
